Fell Like One Dead. 

The press correspondent was conversiug 
with Mr. Brown when his first attaek came 
and urged him to leave the office. He re- 
fused, and in a few minutes fell forward as 
if dead. 

His attack is due to a combination of 
unfortunate circumstances, overwork from 
performig duties that two men who 
sisted him left on his hands, the continued 
illness of his wife and the sud:jen startling 
unnouncement by telegraph of his father’s 
death. Mr. Brown's illness is not thought 
® be yellow fever yet. He is an over- 
worked man, who tried to do his duty.

HARRY SCHLESSINGER RAISES $370. 


He Used the Wires and His Friends Gave 
Generously. 

Mr. Harry Schlesinger, 
happy gentleman who manufactures cancy 
and crackers on Alabama =  s reet, Was 
among the hundreds who read The Co::s1)- 
tution’s story of the want esistit in 
Brunswick yesterday morning. 

The statements and appeas of the de- 
voted ministers of the stricken city opened 
his eyes. He was astonished that the sit- 
u:tion was so bad, and the impulse to do 
something for relief came to Lim us he 
read it. 

He read the article at his breakfast ta- 
ble and hurried to his place of business, 
still thinking of the terible cosdition of 
the stricken town. The first thing he did 
upon reaching his store room was to give 
an order to bis shipping cle.< for twenty- 
five boxes of crackers to be shipped to 
Brunswick. He then sent the following 
telegram to the Langdon bakery, of Cincin- 
nati: 

“Terrible suffering in Brinswick. Wil! 
send twenty-five boxes of crackeis in your 
name and mine. Shall I charge you with 
half. Answer quick.” 

Two hours later he received 2 reply in 
the affirnmative and the crackers went to 
the infected city on the moraing freight. 

The ready response from the Langdon 
bakery put Mr. Schlesinger to thinking, 
and the thought occurred to him that be 
might extend thg work on the same liane.

He laid his plan before them and 
they most enthusiasticaily eudorsea it, and 
urged him to carry it through. ‘lhe latte» 
gentlemen had interested chemseives dur- 
ing the day in the matter of getting up 
subscriptions and the sugg.stion of Mr.

Messrs. Howell and Hemphill accompa- 
nied Mr. Schlesinger to the oftice of Man- 
ager Sims, of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, where again the plan was 
unfolded.

Washington, October 11-—(Special.)—The 
word has been given and the great sena- 
torial wrestling match is im progress. The 
physical endurance test on. The an- 
nouncement has been made by Mr. Voor- 
hees that he is going to sit it out. His op- 
ponents have promised to stay with him un- 
til the lower regions freeze over. Thus the 
ligit promises to last througi the night, but 
no one expects results. It is nothing more 
than a faree, but Mr. Cleveland insisted 
upon it, and in deference to his wishes, the 
senate is being forced to make a fpectects 
of itself to the country. 

Last night it looked like the matter had 
been settled. The compromise I wired The 
Constitution had been practically agreed 
upon. Lverybody, including the president, 
realized that compromise was the only 
solution. But the president slept over the 
matter and insisted this morning that Mr. 
Voorhees should make the test of physical 
endurance and attempt to force a vote on 
unconditional repeal. He did this because 
the senators who have been jiccused of 
treachery by The New York World and 
other papers supposed to photograph the 
views of Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle, 
declined to propose the compromise. ‘They 
wanted it to come from the recognized ad- 
ministration senators. But Mr. Cleveland 
refused to have it that way and in conse- 
quence the struggle which’ must eventually 
result in the very comprotuise I have out- 
lined is in progress.

The Other Orcan Gives It Up. 

Iiven Tne New York World, the paper 
which has represented the administration 
throughout the fight, admits it this morn- 
ing. It has been holding all along that un- 
conditional repeal would pass until this 
morning. Yesterday C. H. Jones, formerly 
of The St. Louis Republic, but now the 
big chief of The New York World, came 
over and conferred with My. Cleveland 
and Mr. Carlisle. This morning he had in 
The World a two-column double leaded 
signed article acknowledging that uncondi- 
tional repeal is a dead issue. He declares 
it is due to treachery on, the part of the 
senators who claimed friendship to the 
cause, and adds that the alleged repealers 
have all the time been marching under the 
white flag. He says Voorhees, McPherson, 
Gray, Mills, Lindsey and Smith are the 
only repealers who have been steadfast and 
honest in the Hie adds that the 
president. is opposed to a compromise, but 
it is plain that the senate is going to force 
a compromise on him. He declares, how- 
ever, that the administration will not offer 
it, but of course, Mr. Cleveland will 
be foreed to sign it. 

As Outlined Last Night.

The actual physical endurance 
commenced at 6 o'clock this afternoon.

chamber exhibited signs of life. Tt aad 
been dull all day. Senator Coekre®l had 
had the floor up to 4 o'clock, and Senator 
Allen then took it. 

At five minutes of 6, Senator Colquitt 
was rolled into the chamber in his ebair. 
He is always present when his yoice is 
needed. Senator Gordon came in late. He 
had just arrived from Georgia. 

At G6 o’clock sharp Senator Dubois, 
nervy young man from Idaho, 
Senator Allen. He asked if 
hees would move to adjourn. ‘Mr. Voor- 
hees rep_ied that he would not and would 
ask that the senate remain in session until 
the bill was disposed of. 

Not to Be Iiun Over. 

Mr. Dubois then made an explanation of 
the attitude of the silver men. He said a 
majority of the senate was opposed to un. 
conditional repeal. They wanted a fair 
compromise, but if ‘the was foreed, 
they would vote for unconditional repeal. 
Then he announced that there were thirty- 

eight senators in the ehamber who would 
never allow this bil forced on them. Speak- 
ing to Senator Voorhees, he said no one 
knew better than the senator from Indiana 
that he must fail. With existing condi- 
tions, he said, no radical measure could be 
forced throv¢h the senate. Certainly this 
could not... He said the mutter could be 
setiled by a conypromise and asked that it 
should be done. 

Then Alr. Voorhees spoke eloquen't'y in 
explaining his attitude and declared he 
would never yield to the dictation of a 
majority. 

Senator Harris, of Tennessee, 
floor and announced ‘that the senator from 
Indiana should never force a veto. The 
senators opposing the measure would stay 
with him indefinitely, but when he would 
say compromise the matter could soon be 
settled.

The galleries by this time were packed 
and the «hamber full.

All at Sen. 

In discussing the situation as it exists at 
present a southern anti-rep.eil senator has 
just staid to me: “‘Nothing on the line of a 
compromise will be done tonight and, in 
view of the strained relations which ex- 
ist at present, I fear it will be decidedly 
difficult to get together at all. The only 
way to do it is to prepare a compromise 
measure and get the signatures of every 
senator to insure its passage. As you know 
we southern senators do not look with favor 
upon the bond proposition in the proposed 
compromise and we think that might be 
left out. It should come later in a esepa- 
rate measure if it is believed to be necessa- 
ry. It may be that a measure will be 
prepared tomorrow aml submitted to the 
individual senators as a compromise. It 
will simply provide for the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law 
snd substitute in its place a provision for 
the coinage of the seignorage in the treasury 
and for the purchase amd jcoinage 
of 2,000,000 ounces = of silver monthiy 
until the total shall reach $S800,000,009, 
We believe this sort of a compromise with- 
out any bond provisions in it could be adopt- 
er, thereby settling this contest. The bond 
issue proposition could be made later after 
the disposition of the Sherman law. ‘Then 
cougreéss could deal with it separately. We 
ho in building a compromise with 
a provision which many oppose 
bitterly. If we can get the signatures of 
a majority. of senators to this tomorrow, 
we wik lnunea it. We may succeed and 
we may hot. 

Which Shall It Be? 

The situation resolves itself into one of 
two things—there must be a compromise 
or nothing,.and every one feels that some- 
thing must be done. The various interests 
involved complicate mrmtters. A compro- 
mise would leave senators who have here- 
tofore been silver men but who have flopped 
at the dictation of the administration high 
and «dry. It would make them ridiculous 
spectacles in the eyes of their own people.

FAILED TO MAKE THE RACE. 


The Wind Was Too Light, but the Vigilant 
Would Heve Won. 

New York, October ,11.—-What gave 
promise of being the final race in the inter- 
national series for America’s cup turned 
out to be no race at all. It was the fourth 
contest between the Vigilant and the Val- 
kyrie, and, like the first, was not finished 
Within the time limit, and, therefore, Was 
counted out. 

The flotilla that followed the yachts 
down the bay returned long after sunset, 
leaving the racers to fight it out in the 
darkness. 

The result of that fight the thousands of 
excursionists cared nothing about, for they 
had made up their minds hours before in 
the first place that there wou'd be no race, 
and second that the Vigilant would win it 
if there was. 

Not Enough Wind. 

Lack of wind was the cause of the 
trouble. At noon it seemed as though the 
contest would have to be postponed. The 
disayyporntment was greater because in the 
early day there was a nice breeze blow- 
ing. Yachtsmen and landsmen looked 
knowingiy at @ach other as the steamers 
speeded down the bay and extended coils 
gratulations all around that the conditions 
tor an exciting trial of skill looked so protin- 
ising, but as the hour for the start ap- 
proached the wind died out almost entirely. 
‘The Valkyrie dritted slowly wbout, circling 
around the flagship May, with the V igilant 
in tow of her tender following closely in 
her wake. There was hardly a hatfull of 
wind, although there were wind clouds in 
the sky. Vhe expanse of ocean looked like 
a great lake without motion, save where 
the paddles of a big steamer or the pro- 
peller of a yacht churned up the water and 
sent a long swell swinging under the sur- 
rounding boats. 

[It was wamost a calin, and the regatta 
committee could do nothing but wait before 
it gave the starting signal. The wait was 
a long ene—after the usual hhour of giving 
the preparatory signal, 11:15 o'clock. 
There were certain signs that a breeze 
would spring up later trom somewhere be- 
tween the south and west, and for this a 
delay Was caused. 

The signal Given. 

About 1 o'clock’ the committee was still 
unsatished as to the probaike appearance 
of a breeze strong enough to set the yachts 
over the course within the stipulated six 
hours, and a signal was run up of th - flag- 
ship May asking ‘the contestants if 
would assent to a postponement tor 
day. ‘ue Vigilant answered that she wa 
willing. The Valkyrie made no response 
by tla and the committee felt it incumbent 
upon them to start the boats. 

A little breeze, one of about six miles an 
hour, had come up from sourh, southwest, 
in the meantime, -and at 1:30 o'clock the 
preparatory gum was fired from the flag- 
ship. 

The racers were then both above the line 
and at once began the usual maneuvering 
for the best position to be obtuimed at the 
time of the starting signal. ‘Che Valkyrie 
had the best of this liguring, and when, 
at 1:45 o'clock, the starting gun was fired 
she crossed the line with a length of clear 
water between ‘her taffrail and the end of 
the Viglant’s bosysprit. The Americau 
boat ‘had pinched up hard to gain a weather 
position on the Briton, but was unable to 
do so. The cutter was wel to windward to 
the center ‘boarder when they crossed the 
line. ‘They went over on a port tack, close 
hauled to begin the journey of fifteen miles 
dead to the windward. ‘hey had scarcely 
gone over, when both went about. the 
Valkyrie still to the windward and having 
gained 200 or 500 feet in the footing. Both 
yachts were carrying, besides their clubtop 
sails, the main sails, four stay sails, jibs 
and baby ji) top sails. When they Bh com 
about again they ran far over to the New 
Jersey shore on a port t wk. The Vackyrie 
wis the first to go about at 3:10 o'clock. 

The Vigilant followed suit immediately. 

As they both theaded off shore it was seen 
that the Valkyrie was fully a half mile to 
the good. The Valkyrie only stood on that 
tack about seven minutes. "Nhe Vigilant 
had begun to get in its cemter-board work, 
and the Engtishman knew that his opponent 
would make weathering by fast, so the eut- 
ter went about to maintain her weather po- 
sition. The Vigilant passed under the 
Valkyrie’s stern half a mile away. 

The Wind Increases. 

The wind had increased a mile or two 
an hhour while this was going op, but now 
it dropped back to its original velocity. 

On thie tack at 5:34 o'clock the Vigilant 
hauled down her baby jibtop sails and ran 
up an intermediate. It was a long board of 
shore and the Vigilant was Clearly outfoot- 
ing the Valkyrie. She passed the cutter at 
leeward, and at 4:25 o'clock, thinking 
could cross the Valkyvrie'’s bow, enue about 
and undertook to do so. Ve ry quickly 
the vankee found out that had made 
io omistuke im that little culenlation sand 
tacked asain. The Vigilant was about a 
sixteenth mile off from the Valkvrie’s lee 
bow.

When the 
Valkyrie did come about with her head 
off shore she was a mile away on the Vig- 
ilant’s weather port. At 4:43 o’clock the 
Vigilant came around on the port tack, this 
time being successful in crossing the Val- 
kyrie’s bow a good quarter of a mile awar. 

Again the air strengthened a little and 
this time the Vigilant was in fortune by 
getting the most of it. It came from the 
south. 

At 5:35 o'clock the Vigilant made another 
tack for the New Jersey shore, while the 
Valkyrie stood on to the eastward. The 
eutter held a long board this trip and the 
Vigilant came about with her head toward 
the goal.

Wife and Stepdanghter Persnaded Lovers 
to Kill the Old Man. 


FIVE NEGROES IN JAIL FOR THE CRIME 


One of the Negroes Has Confessed, Tell- 
ing How They Waylaidand Kili- 
ed Their Victim. 


Cartersville, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Tater developments in the murder of Simon 
Foster, the old negro, who was found in 
a well at Cassville, a few days since, where 
he had been since March 2Sth, implicate his 
wife and stepdaughter in the scheme that 
ended in his death. Simon had been mar- 
ried only about six weeks, and his married 
life was not a happy one. 

The womau whom he married had some 
daughters, and these daughters had lovers. 
The last named were the three Irby ne- 
groes, who are now in jail here charged 
with Foster's murder. It seems that l’os- 
ter’s wife and stepdaughter conspired to 
rid themselves of their source of unhappi- 
ness, and they plotted with the Irbys to do 
the job. This was consented to, and as 
}oster. was going from his home near Cass- 
ville to town on the night of March 28th, 
the Irbys waylaid him. One of them hit 
him with an ax, but the other, who was to 
finish the work. refused to do his part; so 
they took a rail and shoved the half dead 
old negro into a dry well pear by. 

People thought strangely of Ioster’s dis- 
appearance, for he was considered to be an 
honest old darky, but they had no reason to 
believe that he had been dealt with harshly, 
though some of the darkies suspected such 
things. About a week ago Foster's wife 
wax picking cotton with another darky, 
and he said to her in a jesting wey that it 
was a shame the way they had killed old 
man Simon. He at onee saw that she was 
excited, and said no more to her, but went 
to Cassville and told it there. About this 
time one of the Irby negroes was seen to 
have Foster's watch, and the white people 
be@an to think that there was something 
wrong. A porty of theesa decided to search 
all. the old wells around Cassville, and in 
one they found a suit of clothes belonging 
to one of the Irbyvs, which he acknowledged 
was his. In a little while they found the 
body of Simon Poster in a dry well not far 
away. The Irbys were arrested and one of 
them confessed the whole matter, implicat- 
ing Foster’s wife and stepdaughter. He 
said they begged him and his brothers to 
kill the old man, and they did so. Five are 
now in jail for this murder, and it is very

Ware County's Cotton Crop Is larger This

In Celebrating the Birthday of a Great, 


and Growing City. 
IT WILL BE A GENERAL HOLIDAY 


Business of Every Kind Will Be Sus- 
pended—A Magnificent Display of 
Fireworks at Night. 
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No movement Was ever started in Atlan- 
ta with such a unanimity of feeling than 
the preposition of the Pioneer Society tv 
celebrate her semi-centennial. 

Everybody in Atlanta is in full syampathy 
With the movement, and ail who have been 
approached on the subject Lave respouded 
with enthusiasm. 

Tie 20th day of next December will v 
ness the lhirgest ‘rowd of Visitors and 
gragdest demonstration ever in tus 
part of the world. 

A special committee, selected’ from the 
Pioneer Society and from the leading busi- 
ness men of the city, has been appointed to 
negotiate with all of the railroads leading 
into the city for the purpose of securing 
their co-operation. 

The disposition of the railroads to act in 
the matter has already been foreshadowed 
by the expressions of railroad men who 
view the approaching anniversary with fa- 
vor. It is warmly endorsed by every one 
who has read the general outline of the 
celebration. 

With the favor of the railroads secured 
it would be a matter of no small difficulty 
to bring to the city as many as a hundred 
thousand people from all parts of the coun- 
try. 
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Atlanta’s Birthday Party. 

Everybody will be glad of an opportunity 
to come to Atlanta on that occasion. 

It will be at the close of the year, and 
during the Christmas holidays, when all 
of the business of the year has been com- 
pleted, 

The fact that Atlanta is going to cele- 
brate her fiftieth birthday will be as strong 
a wagnet as the city ever used to draw the 
surrounding country into ber gates. And 
the manner in which the day is to be cel- 
ebrated will be such as to entertain every 
one who comes to the city. 

In the morning a procession of floats, 
representing the growth of the city since 
1845, will be organized to be closely fol- 
lowed by the children of the publie schools, 
the military and fire companies, together 
with all of the secret brotherhoods and social] 
organizations in the city. ‘The procession 
will also include the mayor and council, 
the governor and his staff, and other dig- 
nitaries of the state and nation who wil 
be present on that occasion. 

At the state capitol, beginning at 10 
o'clock, a number of short addresses will 
be delivered. 

These will have a bearing upon Atlanta‘s 
growth and each of the speakers will be 
assigned a different subject. 

Hon. Jonathan Norcross, who ¢ame to 
Atlanta in 1844 as one of the first pioneer 
citizens, will make a short speech provid- 
ed his health at that time will admit of 
the effort. 

The dther speakers will be Hon. Evan 
Pr. Howell, Judge George Hillyer, Judge 
Ifoward Van Iepps, men. ¢. F. GON, 
Judge Logan E. Bleckley, Hon. Sam Smail, 
Hon. Hoke Smith and others. 

Ic Will Be a» Holiday. 

It is intended to make the day a local 
holiday, and to this end every merchant 
in the city will be asked to close his doors 
and participate in the celebration, 

A semi-centennial but twice in 
a hundred years, and the man who refuses 
to close his business for a single day in 
honor of such an event has very little 
public spirit : nd hardly deserves to succeed. 

It was first intended to hold the celebra- 
tion on the 23d day of December—the exact 
date of the anniversary—but that Was 
so near Christmas it was thought the mer- 
chants would be too busy to take a hand 
in the demonstration. 

As wt is there no reason whi every 
merchant in the city should not close his 
hoors and have his business represented in 
the procession. 

If everybody contributes to make the 
day a success it will be the most brilliant 
oecasion every known in Atlanta’s history, 
and a fitting «imax to the record of the 
last fifty years. 

$5,000 to Be Raise. 

The sum of 85,000 will be raised for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of the 
celebration.

The boy had been engaged during the after- 
noon driving a2 waggn with a team of mules. 
The outfit was owned Mr. Scott, who 
lives in the neighborhvod. 

ila street is a short thoroughfare that 
Crosses the railroad tracks jusi above Decatur 
sreet. The incoming vestibule express passes 
this point at 4:35 o'clock, and just before this 
time Berry drove up with his team. 

The train was already in sight coming on 
at full speed and several people called to the 
boy and cautioned him against attempting to 
cress. It will never known whether he 
failed to hear warning or whether his 
teum Decame unmanageable, but at any rate 
he started over. 

The engine was then only a few yards away 
and the pilot struck the wagon with territic 
force. The blow literally broke it to pleees, 
but the teum by next to a Miracle escaped un- 
hunt. 

The boy was hurled high in the air and fell 
clear of the track. He was dead when the 
spectators of the aceldent reached him. The 
body wus hot manugied, but the back of the 
head was crushed in and the brain exposed. 
It is likely that he also received fatal internal 
injuries. 

‘The coroner was sent for at once, and after 
an examination of the body gave permission 
to have it removed. The boy lived with his 
mother in a little shanty uear the Air-Line 
track and the family are miserably poor.

When this appeared and was read by the 
other members of the committee, it seemed 
to mect with a responsive chord.
